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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the pneumatic cylinder biasing the 
trapdoor toward the first position must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). 
No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures 
must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views 
of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant 
will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

2. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. The title should include at least one 
technical, or inventive, feature of the claimed instant invention. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 1,3/1, 5/1, 6/1, and 9/1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Fiterman et al. (US 5,137,212). Disclosed are trapdoor 32, tray engaging means 40, and 
handle 44. The trapdoor is maintained closed when not held open, thus it is considered to be 
biased to the first position. 

5. Claims 1-4 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kajimura 
(JP 05124708). Disclosed are door 1 and engaging means 3,4. 

6. Claims 1,5/1, and 8/1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Anderson (US 4,890,733). Disclosed are door 10, tray receiving means 60,64 and handle 70. It 
is further disclosed that the door is biased closed by the weight of the door which includes the 
handle (column 4, lines 1-3). 

7. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Fiedler (US 
2,096,630). Disclosed are door 10 and tray engaging means 16. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

8. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
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the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

9. Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Kajimura in view 
of Chen (US 5,667,136). 

Kajimura discloses the claimed refuse bin except for a waste container therein. 

Chen teaches it is known to provide a refuse bin with a waste container therein. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made to apply the teaching of a waste container within the refuse bin of Kajimura. Doing so 
allows for easier disposal of the waste material from the smaller waste container, particularly in 
residential and restaurant environments. 

10. Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Fiedler in view of 
Chen (US 5,667,136). 

Fiedler discloses the claimed refuse bin except for a waste container therein. 

Chen teaches it is known to provide a refuse bin with a waste container therein. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made to apply the teaching of a waste container within the refuse bin of Fiedler. Doing so 
allows for disposal of the waste product, i.e., ashes, by using a container lined with a closable 
bag that can be secured closed after removal from the larger refuse bin and prior to disposal. 

1 1 . Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Kajimura. 
Kajimura discloses the claimed refuse bin except for a pneumatic cylinder for providing a 

bias. 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to substitute a pneumatic cylinder for biasing the trapdoor closed since the 
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examiner takes Official Notice of the equivalence of springs and pneumatic cylinders for their 
use in the container art and the selection of any of these known equivalents to bias a door 
closed would be within the level of ordinary skill in the art. 

Conclusion 

12. Applicant is duly reminded that a complete response must satisfy the requirements of 37
